The Bibliography on the Urban Crisis was compiled in order 
to provide a comprehensive catalogue of the literature on 
the causes, effects, and responses to urban civil dis- 
orders. In gathering references, emphasis was placed on 
the years between 1954 and 1968, but earlier material is 
extensively represented. Both the academic and the non-, 
academic literature were scanned for pertinent articles.

Each citation is placed in one of nine subject categories 
according to its major emphasis. Under each heading, the 
citations are arranged according to year of publication 
and alphabetically by author. An author index is provided 
for each subject category.
